Use by the Dominion government 
of a direct issue of credit to finance 


relief of unemployment was apprev- 
ed in a resolution adopted in the 
legislature on Tuesday by a vote of 
38 to 13. 
| The motion as finally adopted was 
| the result of an amendment moved 
by W. H. Shield, U.F.A., Macleod, te 
the original resolution moved by 
| Donald McLeod, U.F.A., Stony Plain, 
| which was to the effect that the 
Dominion be requested to amend 
the Finance Act to perm:t a direct 
issue of credit te any government 
within the Dominion or to any Can- 
adian municipality. 

This was then amended by Mr. 
Shield. 

Moving his original motion, Mr. Mc- 
Leod said that present price levels had 
resulted in a marked reduction in pro- 
vineial and municipal revenues as well 
as a serious restriction of credit and 
that demands on all governments and 
public bodies for increased services 
had increased rather than diminished. 
| Donald Cameron, U.F.A., Innisfail,

| resolution. 


| AGAINST RESOLUTION 

W. H. Shield, U.P.A., Macleod, was 
against the resolution as at present 
drafted. It pre-supposed money pro- 
duction. He thought what was really 
required was a central national bank, 
vested with the sole right of an icsue 
and to-act as fiscal] agent for the gov- 
ernment. He thought it would be a 
sound policy to make an issue under 
the Pinanice Act. 

C. Lionel Gibbs, Labor, Edmonton, 
thought thate the motion was a step 
in the right direction, although it did 
ne* go far enough.

FREE FEEDING 


| Feeding of stray or wild horses on 
|the lands of the Tilley East area and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway irriga- 
tion lands will be considerably cur- 
tailed as a result of two amendments 
made to the Domestic Animals Act in 
the legislature, amendements which 


\ereated no little sensation by reason 
of the fact that despite strenuous op- 
position from Hon, George Hoadicy, 
minister of agriculture and health 
passed in committee of the whole. 
There had been considerable difti- 
culty experienced by settlers in the 
area between the Red Deer and Bow 
rivers and Jast season an amendment 
to the Act was introduced whereby 
such wild horses were prohibited from 
such land as was surrounded by a 
properly constructed or legal fence.

ACTION IN ORDER 

Having assumed the role of Mussolini

AN ABLE FINANCIER 

Mr. C. J. Yorath has played a promi- 
nent part in the financial and business af- 
fairs of Alberta since he came here ten 
years ago to take the position of finance 
and public utilities commissioner for Ed- 
monton, The unusual ability he displayed 
in directing these municipal interests 
through a time of difficulty was shown in 
no less marked degree in the management 
of the large private enterprises with 
which he later became identified. He was 
equally well known in Edmonton and in 
Calgary, and his going will be regretted by 
a large company of personal friends in 
either city. 


ANOTHER REDUCTION EFFORT 


The Government of Saskatchewan is 
bringing in a redistribution bill, which pro- 
poses to reduce the membership in the leg- 
islature by eleven. It does not necessarily 
follow that the reduction will be made, or 
that it will be of such sweeping propor- 
tions. Bills of that kind have a habit of 
running foul of political ambitions and 
emerging from the fray minus their ori- 
ginal purpose. 

A press despatch sent out in advance 
stated that four Liberal seats were to be 
redistributed out of existence. There the 
information stopped. Probably for the 
reason that the redistributors stopped 
there also. 

It is one thing to get a legislative ma- 
jority to agree to legislate a few trouble- 
Some opposition members out of their 
seats. It is quite another matter to get a 
half dozen of the majority members to 
agree to accept the same treatment for 
themselves. Killing one’s political oppon- 
ents by a redistribution bill is a pleasant 
pastime. Killing one’s own political car- 
eer is a tragedy. 


THE TURN OF THE SEASON 


The Spring Show is Edmonton's offi- 
cial gesture of welcome to the dawn of a 
new season of farm production and out- 
door activity. It marks the passing of 
winter, with the suspension of productive 
operations, the occupations and amuse- 
ments peculiar to the time; and the arri- 
val of the period when crops are to be 
sown and harvested, when constructive 
effort is to be the order of the day, and 
when sunshine and warm airs will invite to 
the great out-of-doors, 

The winter is gone. Summer is ahead 
of us. For many months to come we shall 
be concerned with things outside the 
house, the office and the store. The grow- 
ing crops, the erection of buildings, the 
making of roads, the holiday trip; these 
are the things now in prospect. Of this 
the Spring Show is a reminder, That isa 
fact it must impress upon the visitor. It 
emphasizes the definite break between the 
conditions of winter and those of summer. 

For that reason, if for no other, no 

rson in Edmonton should ever willing- 
y miss the Spring Show. It is a harbinger 
of new interests, new production, and new 
pleasures. It invites the forward look, in- 
spires hope and stimulates confidence that 
good times are ahead.

If the Free State renounced allegiance 
it could not claim the benefit of the prefer- 
ence granted on dominion products en- 
tering the British markets. Free. State 
beef, butter, bacon and other farm prod- 
ucts would thus be banned on the same 
terms and to the same extent as foreign 
products. 

Entry to the British market for their 
products is of more consequence to the 
people of the Free State than the deletion 
of a section of their constitution which 
Mr. De Valera says does not really mean 
anything. That they are willing to sacri- 
fice that market merely to gratify his 
whim for changing the constitution, in 
what he declares to be a matter of little 
real consequence, is doubtful.
